NE is not surprised thai Governor Blame is 


skeptical about securing substantial relief 


touching the coal situation through a confer- 
ence of governors. Coal is not a local or state 
issue because.it is not a local or state monopoly, 
but a national monopoly resident beyond the or- 
.dinary governmental processes of the states. 
:Calling»a conference would do no good unless it 
.yerc to evolve a practical plan for actually rcm- 
•cdying the matter which is improbable, unless 
ones assumes that it might not be entirely with- 
out effect as an influence upon federal action. 
But one hates to father a fiasco, and the govcr- 
,nor-very naturally wants to know that some- 
thing worth while and possible of achievement 
is in prospect before taking the initiative in 
such a meeting. 


Plans now before congress do not proceed 


;-far in the way of relief, nor is there certainty 
of any immediate action. 
Of course something 


must be charged lo bad railroad management, 
and something to industrial troubles, but the 
latter are more or less self-made by the oper- 
ators, and the former has small weight owing 
to the interlocking railroad and coal mine di- 
rectorates.

A Vital Weakness 


"AIRPLANE accidents in government service 
-fi arc on the increase. This increase, in loss 
of men and machines is out of all proportion 
lo any increase in flying activities. 
Between 


September 1, 1917. when nclive training for war 
flying hcgan, and the signing of the nrmisticc, 
.November 11, 1918, there was one fatality for 
-every 3,072 hours of flying. Following the sign- 
ing of the armistice, and cessation of intensive 
training, the aviation mortality rate'increased, 
so that from November 11, 101S to March 15, 
1919, the rale was one fatality for each 2,208 fly- 
ing hours. Today the, death rate closely approxi-
